^^ I have called you together for the necetfsaiy dispatch of public business, and in 
doin£^ so, I feel p*eat satisfaction in having it in my power to state,^ as well from my own 
personal observation as the information I have received, that every useful branch of our In- 
dustry is steadily advancing. Our Revenue has increased, affording a considerable surplue 
beyond the receipts of last year: order and regularity every where prevail; whilst a just and 
impartial administration of the Laws secures to every man the fruits of his own exertions. 
Our Fisheries, so long neglected, appear to be reviving; a branch of industry of the first im* 
portance, as well to our agricultural as commercial interests, opening a market for the pro- 
duce of the Farmer, and furnishing the means of a most valuable export. Public Schools 
are increasing in number under the opei*ation of the present School Act, and their bene- 
ficial effects are most sensibly felt. Ttie Act, however, as it relates to the organization of 
Classical Schools appears susceptible of improvement, with the view of opening to the 
youth of the Colony the means of receiving a more extensive course of instruction. In 
bringing these subjects to your notice, I am persuaded they will receive from you that seri- 
ous consideration which their importance demands. 

'^Jlfr. Speaker y and Gentlemen of ike House of Assembly: 
^^ The rejection of the Appropriation Bill last Session has caused much embarrass- 
ment in the due administration of the Government; and impeded the advancement of the 
Colony. In this unsatisfactory situation, I have, with the advice of my Council, confined 
the expenditure of the present year solely to purposes of the first public necessity. An 
account of the sums thus drawn from the Treasury, with the Treasurer's yearly accounts, 
will be immediately , laid before you; and I have directed the usual estimate to be submit- 
ted to you, relying with undiminished confidence on your providing the supplies necessary 
for the supp'>rt of his Majesty's Gove rnmjent,, with your accustomed liberality. 
** Mr. Prtsidenty and Gentlemen of His Majestv^s Council: 
**Jtfr. Speaker, and Gentlemen of the House of Assembly: 
''I will not enter further into detail at present, intending to call your attention, by 
iNfessage, to such other general measures as I may judge necessary; and your own experi- 
ence and knowledjge of the wants of the Colony, will also suggest to you many which 
may escape my observation I cannot, however, conclude without expressing my sincere 
hope and expectation, that, in (he exercise of your respective important functions, the 
public good will be diligently and exclusively considered; and that the first moments of your 
sitting will be occupied in an earnest endeavour to bring the unfortunate misunderstand- 
ing of the last Session to an amicable adjustment; an adjustment so necessary to the 
future welfare and prosperity of the Colony, that without it an entire stop will be put to all 
public business, and the Colony plunged into inextricable difficulties. To bring matters to 
this desirable end, a system of mutual compromise appears to me the best mode for both 
parties to pursue.

Msembled) ardentlj> attached to your Royal Person, and to the Constitution under which 
we hare the happiness to lire, are encourQged to make known the present distress of thii 
Co4ony, relylf^g on your Majesty's parental kindness and sympathy for relief. 

<< We h»T0 learned with dismay that your Majesty has been advised to order the 
colleetlon o^ the arneart of Quit R^nt due by this Island, from the first day of Januaryi 
One thousand eight hundred^ and twenty-three. 

^ While we acknowledp^e the justice of your Majesty^s claim, which we would most 
cheerfully discharge did our ability correspond with our inclination, we are constrained to 
declare (humiliating as the confession is) that the whole circulating medium of the Colony 
would be inadequate to meet one fourth part of this large and accumulated sum. tinder 
those circumstances, were your Majesty's present order enforced, the distress which must 
inevitably ensue would prove most calamitous to the Colony, aud involre in utter ruin sl 
large portion of its deserving and industrious population. 
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...... 

'' Many causes have combined to impede the adrancetnent of this Colony, to 
r<>presfl its energies, and to prevent ita arriving at that state of prosperity which, under more 
favourable circumstances,, might have been confidently anticipated. Among the most pro- 
minent of those causes, we beg leave humbly to represent to your MajeUy, was the unhappj 
system adopted of granting the whole of the Lands in this Island, in Lots of Twentj 
Thousand acres each, to individuals resident elsewhere; which system has continued to 
impoverish the Colony, by abstracting those resources for rent which would otherwise 
have been expended in its improvement. This unfortunate disposition of the Lands has also 
had a direct tendency to drive from our shores Emigrants possessing capital and a|^iculttt* 
ral experience, who have preferred settling in the less fertile neighbouring Colonies, where 
they could obtain grants of Crown Lands on payment of trifling fees: the consequence 
has been, that the greater number of our Settlers, commenced as Leaseholders under the 
large Proprietors, and are at this day sinking under the pressure of accumulated rents whidi 
they are unable to pay. . 

'^ The stagnation in the Timber Trade and Ship-building, which for a series of years 
engrossed the attention of this among others of your Majesty's North American Colonies, 
has increased the difficulties with which we were before contending, as, relying on a steady 
demand, considerable debts were contracted to the Merchants of the Mother Country for 
British Manufactures, which the depression in those branches of Commercial enterprize has 
deprived us of the means of discharging. 

« Large sums of money are annually expended in our sister Colonies, hy your 
Majesty's Government, in the construction of Fortifications, Canals, and other National 
works, and from their being extensive Military and Naval Stations; whilst this your 
Majesty's Colony is wholly dependent upon the limited returns made by the exportation 
of its surplus produce for a circulating medium; so that the abstracting from the Colony of 
even the accruing Quit Rent cannot fail to effect its total ruin. 

'^ We also beg leave humbly to represent to your Majesty, that the former partial 
enforcement of the Quit Rent, during the administration of the late Lieut/Governor, was 
attended with the most disastrous consequences to the Colony, without, in the smallest 
degree, benefiting your Majesty's Treasury; as was distinctly proved at the Bar of the House 
of Assembly, in One Thousand Eight Hundred and Twenty-five, by the late Acting Receiver 
General, the costs of collection absorbing nearly the whole of the sum received. In many 
instances (extraordinary as the fact caay appear), expences have been incurred, equa^ in 
amount to eighty times the sums claimed. 

" We humbly submit to your Majesty, that we have no Episcopal Church in Char- 
lotte-Town; that we have only one dilapidated Jail throughout the Colony ; that we are 
without a Government House; that there are no Public Buildings of any description in the 
County Towns of King's and Prince Counties ; that we have not an Hospital or House of 
Industry in the whole Colony; and that our whole Revenue on an average of the last twenty 
years has not exceeded Two Thousand Pounds sterling per annum; a sum so limited as 
to be inadequate to meet the cost of making Roads and Bridges, and defray the contingent 
expences of the Local Government. 

*' We therefore humbly implore your Majesty, to remit to your loyal and afifectionate 
subjects the Quit Rent now in arrear from this Colony; and to command that in future the 
growing Quit Rent may be applied to the erecting of Public Buildings, and to other local 
purposes; a boon which would be most gratefully acknowledged, and which would, if possible^ 
rivet our affections more firmly to your Illustrious House."

And so the bill passed in the afiirmatire, and was ordered to be sent 
down to the House of Assembly with the following Message, viz. 

His Majesty's Council in giving their assent tathe present Appropriation 
Bill, wish the House of Assembly to tinderstand, that in doing so, they 
by no means approve of all the items of expenditure therein contained. 
Although his Majesty's Council are disposed to sanction a reasonable re- 
muneration to the Members of the House of Assembly for their services in 
General Assembly, yet they conceive that a sum of £50 to the Speaker 
atid £25 to each of the Members for their services in the present Session, 
is an exorbitant aliowance, wholly unprecedented, and in no manner war- 
ranted by the present state of the annual Revenue of this Island. But his 
Majesty's Council taking into consideration, that by rejecting these items, 
a total loss of the Appropriation Bill would follow, have been induced to 
give their assent to the present bill, protesting, however, against this 
grant being drawn into any precedent for the future. 

The Honorable T. H. Haviland entered his protest against the above 
bill for the reasons undermentioned. 

"I conceive that the system adopted bj the present House of Assembly of embody- 
ing separate and distinct items of appropriation in the same Bill, without their havin«f 
previously received the assent of the Council, is an innovation upon the established and 
wholesome usaf^e of His Majesty's Colonies. 

'^ That it tends to deprive His Majesty's CouncU,of that controlling power in the expen- 
diture of the Revenue, which their relative situation as the intermediate branch of the 
Legislature intitles them to; inasmuch as they are prevented from dissenting to appro- 
priations which they may deem improvident, or otherwise objectionable, without at the 
same time rejecting supplies which may prove indispensible to the exigencies of the Govern- 
ment; thus relinquishing to the popular branch the sole and undivided expenditure of the 
Revenue of the Colony, a principle which, if persevered in, will render His Majesty's Coun- 
cil a blank in the Constitution. 

'^ That in the Bill of Appropriation, which has jutt passed this Honourable House, the 
Expenditure exceeds the Revenue contemplated to be realised by the two Supply Bills which 
have passed this Session, by one half; that out of such Revenue the House of Assembly 
have appropriated to their own private and individual uses, a sum equal to one third of its 
gross amount; and that a deficiency of jETOO, upon the last Appropriation Bill, remains 
unprovided for.

His Excellency was then pleased to close the Session with the follow- 
ing Speech: . . 

" Mr. PreaidefUj and Gentlemen of His Majeaty^i Council: 
'^ Mr, Speaker y and Gentlemen of ilie House of Assembly: 

*' The business of the Session having been brought to a close, I am enabled to release 
jou from further attendance, in your Legislative capacities, and, at the same time, to offer 
you my warm acknowledgments for the zeal and diligence with which you have applied 
Yourselves to matters of general interest, as well aa for the attention you have paid to the 
several objects particularly recommended to ^'our consideration. 

" The Act for the establishment of an Academy in Charlotte-Town, and the encou- 
ragement you have afforded the Fisheries and Agriculture of the Colony, will, in my confident 
Expectation, promote the inseparable interests of all classes of the community. 

*< I thank you for the Supplies granted His Majesty for the service of the present year; 
and you may be assured that they will be expended by me with th6 utmost care and 
feconomy." 

The! President of His Majesty's Council, by coi^mand of his Excellency 
then said — 

Gentlemen, 

It is his Excellency's will and pleasure, that this General Assembly 
be prorogued to Tuesday (he Twenty-sixth day of May next, to be 
then here held, and this General Assembly is accordingly prorogued to 
Tuesday the 26th day of May next. 
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tvhich relates to the point in question, and which is 
as follows: 

'< Whereas the Members of several Assemblies hi 
the plantations have frequently assumed to therh- 
selves privileges^io ways belonging to them, espe- 
cially of being protected from suits at Law during 
the Term they remain of the Assembly, to the great 
prejudice of their creditors, and the obstruction of 
Justice; and some Assemblies have {^resumed to ad- 
journ thejoselves at pleasure, without leave from our 
Governor first allowed, and others have l[aken upon 
them the sole framing ofmonty hiUs^ refusing to Id the 
Cknmcil alter or amend the same; all which practices 
are very detrimental to our prerogative; if upon 
your calling an Assembly in our Pf*ovince of Nova 
Scotia, you find them insist upon any of the said pri- 
vileges, you are to signify to thiini that it \i dtir ex- 
press will and pleasure that you dd hot allow any 
protection to any mem'ber of the Council or Aissfeto';' 
oly, farther than in their persons, and £hat only du- 
ring the sitting of the Assembly, and IhatTdil are 
not to allow them to adjourn themselves, otherwise 
than de ilie tn dtcm, except Sundayis ^nd IIoTlddys, 
without leave from you, or the Commander in Chief 
forthe time being, first obtained. It i^ aho our further 
pleasure that the Council have the like pdw^r of fra- 
ming money bills as the Assembly." 

His Majesty's' Council also find, that In this neigh- 
bouring Colonies the uniform practice of the As- 
sembly is, to submit to His Majesty's Council each 
subject to be pft>vided for by a grant of monies, in 
a separate resolution, and that only such resolutions 
as are agreed to by both branches, are inserted in 
the appr<)priation bill, a practice which his Majesty's 
Council consider not only in accordance with the 
Royal loit ructions, but one which allows to each 
branch of the Le<tlslature, the free exercise of their 
opinion upon every subject to be provided for from 
the revenue of the country, to which practice the 
resolution of hi^ Majesty's Council ts Hmiiedj and 
claims for the Cbuncil hefe, n0 othei* or greater 
power than is exercised by the Councils of the ad- 
joining Provinces. 

His Majesty's Cbuncil have deemedit proper, thus 
to call the attention of the House of Assembly not 
only to the Royal Instructions by which their powers 
and privileges are limited and defined, but also to 
the practice of the other Colonies under the same 
Instructions, v^ith a sincere desire on the part of 
his Majesty's Cotmcil to establish and protcciy upon 
correct principles, the separate rights df the Council 
and Assembly; as the Council consider, that the in- 
terest of his Majosty's subjects in this Island will 
he be&t promoted, by allowing to each branch the 
free exercise of their opinion upon every subject 
which '"•y come under the consideration of the Le- 
gislature 

Ilis Majesty's Council consider, that the rules and 
pract ice o^ Parliament, s» far as may be consistent 
with our situation, should be pui*sued by the Legis- 
lature here, but (he Council do not adniit that the 
Ho^ise of Assembly can derive any of the powers 
assumed hy them in their resolution, from the practice 
pr usage of the House of Commons, but that the 
j)owers and privileges of the Assembly must de{^end 
vpon the Royal /nslrucfions under which the Colonial 
Legislature has been formed. 

His ffTajesty's Council likewise consider it their ^, 
duty to guard against any appropriations, however 
desirable, ivltich may exceed the dbfposahle funds of the 
Island, and thereby lead to public embarrassments; 
and they deem the exercise of this right of greater 
importance, when it is considered that the House of 
, Assembly originate money votes without recommen- 
dation from the King's Representative, and there- 
fore exercise & ^greater power, in this partievihr, 
than the Hoit$e rf Conm^ji^ possess. 



^ His Majesty's C9uncil have been thus explicit on 
the subject of those resolutions, nnd thc^y also wish 
the House of Asseuibiy to understand, that they 
entirely disapprove of the novel coirrse pursued by the 
House of Assembly in the present Session of annex- 
ing to the revenue bilU numerous clauses of appropri- 
ation of monies, to separate and distinct subjects 
not mentioned in the revenue bills, nor having any 
connexion with them,' or with each other, as the 
Council are thereby prevented from exercising the

A message from his Excellency the 
Lieut- Goyernor, by J. L. Hurdis, Esq. 
Private Secretary. 
" J. Ready, Lieut > G6verhoi\ 

" The Lieut. Governor informs the As- 
sembly, that the " act relating to Mar- 
riages and Biiptisms, and for making Poly- 
gamy felony,'' passed by the Legislature 
of this Colony^an the year 1825, has been 
disallowed by his Majesty in Council. 

On motion, resolved, that the following 
message be sent up to his Majesty's Coun- 
cil, on the subject of their message of the 
3d Maiy ihstant, relative to the granting 
and appfopriaif ing of monies. 

The House of Assembly has talccn into consider^ 
ation the Message of his Majesty's Council on the 
subject of its resolution of the 27th. of October, 
1825, and the resolution of this House of the 23d ^f 
March last, relative to the granting and appropria- 
ting of aids and supplies of money to his Majesty for 
the use^ of the GoTernment. 
. His Majesty's Council cannot be more desirous 
than the House of Assen^bly is of promoting a good 
understanding between both branches of the Le- 
gislature, of Which disposition, the House deems 
that it has given evident proofs from the commence- 
ment of the present General Assembly, and of its 
earnest wish to raise the requisite aids and supplies 
for the exigencies of his Majesty's Government; and 
it is willing to hope, that no contest between it and 
his Majesty's Council upon points of privilege may » 
be the means of ^preventing such supplies reaching 
his Majesty for the use and benefit of this Islano^ 
where they are so very much required; and the 
House of Assembly trusts, that it may never be 
found deficient in originating, as well as appropria- 
ting, such supplies beneficially for the Crown and 
the Colony. 

His Majesty's Council assented to two bills of 
supply, and also to a bill of appropriation, during the 
first Session of 1825. 

In the second Session of the same year, two bills of 
supply were assented to without any communica- 
tion or conference with his Majesty's Council, or 
without any objection or difficulty regarding them 
being ever suggested to the House of Assembly. 

The same day that the assent of his Maj'esty's 
Council was pjiven to the bill of appropriation, its 
resolution of the 27th of October, 10;i5, was sent 
to the Assembly, only a few minutes prior to the 
prorogation, and appears to the House of Assem- 
bly, to have- been ill calculated for the beneficial 
purpose of obtaining his Majesty's supplies. 

That resolution informed the House of Assembly, 
that several of its articles of appropriation Were ob- 
jectionable, but that his Majesty's Council had aa- 



fioiliwts Mkf a clo*(^,anU.er<'^t inconvenience xui^ht 
^ft espericnced by Ihb Colony were they to reject 
the bill; but intiinatm;; that iUey would be cfisposed 
to exercise their right of d«}libei'tt I ins separa'tely up- 
6'n every nveasufe for ivhich provisiou \va« to be 
uiade in the appropriation bill from any monies rai- 
led or to be raised by any other act or acts oi' tbd 
(reneral Assembly, and that his Majesty's i^d'undl 
would not in future be disposed to give tbeir assent 
to apy bill for appropriating such monies, unJess the 
several sums and sen^c^s therein contained should 
have been previously submitted by the House of 
Assembly, in separate resolutions, for the concur- 
cnce of his Majesty's Council, and should have seve* 
mlly received their assent. . 

The House of Assembly, from the perioa at which 
^is resolution was communicated to it, had n6 op- 
()ortunity of expressing its opinion till the com« 
inencement of the present Session. It has ^one so 
by its resolution of the 33d of IClarch last, which it 
sees no reason whatsoever to alter. 

That resolutioais ^uite conformable to the usages 
and practice pf thil. Island, from the earliest period 
of its Legi^laturi^ down to the present time. 

It is likewise conformable to the usage and prac- 
tice of the House of Commons. 

The House of Assembly claims, by that resolution^ 
no ne\x rights dip privileg^ee ; it only seeks to maio- 
iain and ufihold rights whick ba>6 hhen exercised 
iHtherto, without t dispute, until the day of th6 
Co!incil*s resolution in question. 

I'he House of Assemblyf however, deems it ret- 
peetfirl to hif Majesty's Council, to notice the va- 
rious points Contained in its message which are sup- 
posed to iitibold this novel cl^rfti, and the more so, 
a^ the Hous6 is of <^nion, tfiat a candid examina- 
tion of th^m will pro^Ve tbat they are unfounded, and 
thpt the ancient and undisputed usage of the Legis- 
hture of the Island, and the practice oft^ie House 
of Commons, are the only safe and true gi^iidcs by 
whjcli the House can be directed. 

His. Alajesty^s Council says, in its Message, tbat 
the Royal Instructions, under which the General 
As8e;mbly of this Island was. called, and organised, 
is the constitution of the Colony, at regards the 
power of the Legislature; and that each branch of 
it can onlf exercise the privileges thereby granted; 
and th%t it is the duiy both of the Council and the 
Assenibly, to confoYtn in their jproceediogs to those 
Instructions, both ift' legislating and when any ques- 
tion arises as to the powers or privileges of the 
Council or A^s^mbly, and to rtffer iG them for their 
direction and Government. 

The House has no disposition to controvert 
this statcmetit of his Majei^y's Council, and 
b£ree.«, that alF the Colonial Constitutions ifi con- 
€iuere4l countries, were the gift and grant of 
the Crown, and that the Royal Instructions have 
been the basis of their constitution, and that in all 
instances sufh Royal Instructions are fit and proper 
to be referl*6d to. 1 h^ House of Assembly r6'ain- 
tains and upholds its privileges, and it? resohitidn of 
thc!23dof last March, on no other foundation; on 
}t.< strict conformity to the King's li^structioiis to 
the first Governor of the Colony, and to the unin- 
tefrnptrd nsage of the Legislature since. 

Tho Message of his Majesty's Counril has (directed 
the attoiitiori of the Ifpuse to th^ King's Instructions 
to liis Excellency Walter Patterson, the ilrst Go- 
vernor of the Colony; and although they are referred 
In for the piirpose 6f upholding the claims of his 
rvlaji'sty's Council, at this distant period, they ap- 
pear to Uie House id^ustain and uphold the ancient 
practice of the Legislatuffe, which has taken place 
under thC:<i.

'' as diflerent circumstances will 9iiki%Uf in all cases 
'* wherein they refer to establishme»tft of a similar 
" nature.'' 

The House of Assembly has- eounauied tbost 
Instructions, dated in the year 176$, to Lord 
William Campbell, the Governor of Nova Scotia/ 
wherein there does not appear any ooe Article wbich 
directs the rules, orders, or course of pfx)ceed*nti ^^ 
the Legislature of that Colony, or tba rigbta ^d 
privileges, or jurisdiction, of tbe CoiuicU or Housa 
of Assembly, respectively. 

It appears, therefore, to tbe H<>usie» that from 
these Instructions Qaveraor Patteraoa could ga- 
ther nothing whatsoever as to the rulei^.or erdera 
of proceeding either of the Council or House of 
Assembly which he was about to forvi or tbesr res- 
pective jurisdiction or authority. 

Tlie othj&r article of these same early mstruclioiM, 
being the nth, and which is particuliirly noticed iai 
the message of his Majesty's Council^ aa aff^iBg 
an argumeut to uphold its claim, is as follow^: ^^ The 
'^ forming a Lower House of Assembly, er House of 
" Representatives, for our said Island qS St. Johi^ 
'' is a consideration that cannot be too ea^lf taken 
'* up, andouglut to be^ maturely weighed, £ar until 
*' this object is attainaSle, the moat importatit ia* 
'^ terestsof the inhabitants will neceasarily remain 
'* without that advantage and protection wkich can 
^' only arise out of the vigour and activity of a com- 
^' plete constitution. Thi division aheady made of 
'' the Island of St. John into Counties, Part^besr 
*^and Townships, will naturally suggest to y<Mi. 
*^ what ought to he established in respect to the 
*^ places that should eloct £epresentativea; and by 
** a due attention to what baa been found practice* 
^ ble and convenient in forming the like ceaatita' 
<^ tions in the late established Colonies of Nora Sco* 
^' tia and Georgia, you cannot materially err i^ 
** such other regulations incident to this institution 
^< as maybe necessary, until the form of it, and the 
^* rules and methods of proceeding, can be more pre- 
•* cisely defined by a permanent Law." 

The House of Assembly is now, for the first time 
since its erstablishment, called upon to ofiTer a con- 
struction U|)on the scope and meaning of this article 
of the Royal Instructions ; and it appears to bear 
one widely difiTerent from what his Majesty's Coimcil 
appears to have given it, with a view to uphold its 
novel claiih. 

It appears to this House, that his Majesty merel; 
drew the attention of the Governor to a considera* 
tionof such places as he should cause Representa* 
tiveS' to ht elected from, and that by a due att^' 
tion 16 what liad be^sn found practicable and coare- 
itient in the new Governments of Nova-Scotia and 
Georgia, he could not materially err in forming fU€b 
other regulationa> incident to tbe Iastitutiofi> vnti^ 



a p«rman6i|t law. In short, that Governor l^atter- 
«oa might make use of them as an example in what 
had there been found convenient, Ixit not as a Rule. 

The House of Asseaiblj, however, is 6f opinion, 
that the best comment on this article of the Royal 
Instructions is the conduct of the Governor to whom 
they were addressed, snd his proceedings uniderthem. 

C^ovemor Pattera»en, in the first Sessicfn of the Le- 
gislature, held on the 7th day of July, 1773, ad- 
(Ireased the Council and House of Assembly in the 
following words : 

** As this is the first General Assembly which 
bath ever met in tliis Island, you will find it neces- 
sary to make many rules, orders, and forms, for 
the regulation ol' your proceedings, which I rccom« 
mend to be the firat4>usiness you take up, and that 

Cou will be governed in it, as . far as situation and 
ircomstances will allow, by the rules, orders, and 
forms, which have for so many ages, and to so high 
a pitch of glory, conducted the Psirllament of Great 
Britain.'' And at ike same time, in addressing the 
House of Assembly, the Governor addressed it ia 
the following words : 

*' Gentlemen of the House of Representatives, 

'^ As all laws by which any taxes are laid, or Re- 
Tenue raised, miist originate with you, if I thought 
it consistent with my duty to his Majesty, or in 
other words, eonfo^tnable to the interest of this 
Island, in its present infknt state, I would ask you 
to make some provision for the incidental services 
of this Government.'' 

This House has bebn Regulated from that day, 
down to the present tiine, by such niles, forias, and 
order of proceeding, as was suggested in that speech. 

Tbe British Paniament was everits model, and the 
House trusts that it inay ever continue so to be ; 
and while it disclaims any thing like an assumption 
of the whole power of thb British House of Com* 
inons^ yet it trustjS, thai it wUl nevfer be construed 
as a departure firdha the Rbyal Inittlbuctions, or as 
an undue assumption of authority, that it follows 
the rulesf orders, and formi of proceeding, of the 
House of Commons, in passing its kits. 

This House is quite aware of that part of the 
17th artihl^ of the same Instructidns, on which his 
Majesty '^ Council appears to havi^ so much reli« 
ance, and which is in ^li^ following ^ords : *' That 
the ^atest care should b^ taken, that no colour or 
pretence is given A>r tl^e .assumption tif any powers 
or privileges by the said Lower House of Assembly 
which have not been alltiv^ed to Asseaublies in our 
other Colonies, and that their mode of passing laws, 
and the exercise of that negative upon those laws 
which we have thought £t to reserve toybii^by our 
Commission, under our^ Great Seal, do confbivi to, 
and correspond with, ihtJse regulations and restric- 
tions whii^h have beert ^Established in this^ respect in 
our other American colonies." 

it appears to the House of Assembly thbt this 
Instruction had itot in view the regulation of any . 
rule or order of proceeding a^ between the Assem- 
bly and the Council, but as related to the preroga- 
tive of the Crown, and the exercise of the negative 
reserred by the Governor's commission, on which 
the llouse trusts it is in no danger of ever making 
an encroachment. 

His Majesty's Council^ in itjs message, statts, that 
it is well assured that no such power or privilege 
was ever conferred by the Royal Instruttions on 
this House, or on any of the neighbouring Colonial 
Assemblies, of granting and appropriating the sup- 
plies to the Crown In the way claimed by this House 
in its Resolution of the 23d Of March last. And 
the Council^ in proof of this assertion;^ is pleased to 



pf the Royal Instructions to the Governor of Nova- 
Scotia of the 18th March. 1756, to this purport, — 
that members of Colonial Assemblies had assumed to 
themselves privllcfges i)o way belonging to them, 
such as being protected from suits at law, and that 
Assemblies had adjourned themf;e1v(»s at pleasure, 
without leave froni the Governor first allowed, and 
others had tiiken upon them the sole fratfiing of mo- 
ney biJIs, refusing to ]ki the Coimcil alter or amend 
■ the same,, and that it^wns his Majesty\s pleasure^ 
thai ihe Council of Nova-Scotia should have the 
like power of framing money bilh as the Assembly. 
The House of Ass^embly Cannot help expressing 
its surprise, that the Rdyal Instructions alluded to 
should now have been bftiu^ht ((ffward with a view 
io infiuence tie present question, inasmuch as it 
bears a date 17 years prior to the existence of tlici 
Legislature of this Colony, and which the House 
beHeves. was never known or heard of within the 
Island before it was announced in the message of 
liis Majesty's Council; and were Ifnot for the res* 
pect which this -House owes to every statement, in 
matter of fact, * which comes frorti his Majesty's 
Council, its authenticity might well have been 
doubted of, more particuldrty when it is well known 
tiiflt in the -\erj Colony where such instruction ii 
supposed to be in force, no practice of {he kind 
exists, but on the contrary, that all money bills ori- 
ginate with the House of Assembly. 

The House of Assembly laments to £nd, that iu 
a claim so new and unprecedented as that which has 
been made by his Majesty's Council, it should found 
it on matters Doth foreign ^nd obsolete, and that 
it should be tht^ught necessaiT' in addition to these, 
to resort to the very foundation of our Legislature 
to uphold by new glosses and constructions, a claim 
which never was heard of till the 27th of Octo- 
ber, 1825. 

The House of Assembly finds ho such article Id 
the Royal Instructions to Crovem or Patterson^ nor 
ill those to Lord William Campbell, to which he waa 
referred for examples and precedents^ as that extra- 
ordinary one alluded to by the message of his Majes- 
ty's Council, and said to have been directed to the 
Governor of Nova-ScoUa in th^' year 1706, givinj 
the Council a power to originate money bills*-the 
conclusion of the House is, that by its being omit- 
ted in thea^ Instructions,' and every subsequent oim;, 
ha Majesty must have been ad\Msed to omit it . 
Thfe House is confirmed in this conclusion by tl(e ', 
19th article of thfe Insthictions to Governor 'Pat- J 
terson, which proves clearly, that the KiDg looked 
Ibr grants of mon^y fi*om the House of Assembly 
alone, and which is in the following words : 

" It will however be your duty, as soon as a Ge- 
neral Assembly is formed, to recomnaend this matter 
to the House of Represtintatives, and require them 
in our name to grant us such Revenue, as may 
amount to all the expent*es of Government on somo 
ceriain estimate;" — and the speech of Governor 
Patterson to the House of Assembly in its first 
Session, is quite in conformity to this Instruction. 
TheHoqse has not failed to remarlc in the message 
of his Majesty's Council, a studied omission of ail 
mention of the usage and practice of this Legislature, 
and a constant reference io the practice of adjoining 
Colonies, or neighbouring Colonies, as if this Legis- 
latut^ had no rules, usages, or practices of its own 
to reftr to, or as if these were quite unworthy of 
consideration. His Majesty's Council cannot sure- 
ly have forgotten, that the House of Assembly did/ 
by the mouth of its Speaker, in the first Session of 
the present Creneral Assembly, claim all its ancient 
rights and privileges, and that his Excellency tha 



^ivu(. ^xurenitir in answer tuereio, qiu ' uioscwii- 
hngly j^rant Ihem all their privt'e^^es in as full a. man- 
ner as the/ have at any time been granted or al- 
lowed by any former Governqr of this Island." 

One of these most ioiportatit. privileges is th6 
granting supplies to the Crown , and limiting and 
a {^pointing the uses, ^ndst and purposes, of silch 
grants, with the assent no doubt of his Mijesty^s 
Council; and the House cannot offer a better proof 
of all grants of monev being the gift and grant of 
the Assembly, than toe ancient practice of such 
bills being presented by the Speaker to the Lieut. 
Governor for bis acc^iptauc^. 

That it is noir, for the first time, proposed to 
this House, that it should regulate its proceedings 
by the usages and practices of another Colony^ of 
which.it knows notning, and were it to accede to 
wiiat his Majesty's Council is pleased to suggest, it 
would draw the Legislature of this Island into an 
ignominious dependence on the usages of another 
Colony, of which it is^ and hath been, quite inde- 
pendent. 

That the House of Assembly iloes not belieye 
that It claims any higher powers than many othfer 
Colonial Assemblies, and that it .knows of no prac- 
tice of any existing Assembly, except that of JNova 
Scotia, which affords the least support to the preten* 
sions of bis Majesty's Council. 

It has been further urged in the message from his 
Majesty's Council, that the House does originate 
money votes withput recommendations from the 
feng's Representative, and therefore exercises a 
greater power in that inspect than the House of 
Commons possess. 

The House of Assembly thinks it necessary most 
explicitly to deny the assertion of his Majesty's 
Council in this matter; it neither claims the power 
nor exercises it, of voting any supplies, unless these 
are either approved of, or suggested by the King's 
Representative; and the House trusts, that it will 
never encroach on his Majesty's prerogative, where- 
in it holds the liberty of the subject ta be as much 
interested, aji in the .upholding o€ the privileges of 
this House. ^ 

That the House considers the remark of his Ma-} 
jesty's Council, that it is their duty to guard against 
afiy appropriations however desirable, which inay 
exceed the disposable funds of the Island, and there- 
by lead to embarrassment-ras quite inapplicable, 
and containing, by implication, a censure on this 
House. 

TLe House of Assembly considers tbfe observa* 
tion of his Majesty's Council as uncalled for and 
nnfounded, more particuliarly when ii is born^ in 
mind, that all the experience the House hk% yet had, . 
has confirmed its calculations of the produce of tbfe 
supply, anil that it has been fully adequate to tbeap* 
propriation; and the House entertains no doubt, 
that the bills passed by it during the )>resent Ses- 
sion, would, if assented to, raise a revenue equal 
to al!its appropriations. 

The Ho'ise of Assembly, in claiming the right to 
appropriate the monies wliich it has raised^ exercises 
no norel privilege, for from the earliest period of 
the Colony the practice of this House has been, ei* 
ther to vote the supply and the appropriation in the 
same brll, or to vote the supply in o^nebili and to ap- 
propriate it in another bill. The charge of ^qvelty, 
therefore, belongs not to the House, but to the 
claim of his Majesty's Council alone. 

The House of Assembly seeks for no more than 
the ancient imdisputed usage which hath been exer- 
cised in granting supplies to the crown, from the ear- 
liest period of its Legi<ilature down to the last day 
of the last Session of the House of Assembly. 
This House cannot conclude its observations on the 



marit, that it will ever feel a satisfaction an)| pii^e, 
> that. from, tlie commencement oV tbe Legislature^ 
the British Parliament has been a«Jopted and follow- 
ed ^s its model, and that though the House owes 
its exiatenee to the benevolence pf bis Majesty, and 
knows that it is part of a subordinate Legislaturo, 
yet it equally bears in mind, that his Majesty's Coan- 
cil is so too, and that if the Hou^e exercises no 
higher powers, in matters of supply, than the Honie 
of Commons, s6 it is hoped i that his Majesty's 
Council might have rested satisfied with such aa- 
4hority as the British Peey-shave in a like matter. 

The House of Asscrtibly most deeply 1aments,tbst 
bis Majesty's Council should have- originated this 
novel claim, from which it is feared that no public 
good can arise, and that it may interrupt, if insisted 
00, that harmony between the two branches of tbe 
Legislature, which is so essential to the publie ser- 
vice; and the House must here observe, that its 
good disposition to grant the requisite supplies has 
not been confined to wordd, but has been proved bj 
its acts in the present Session. A bill of suppir 
granting £ 1700^ has been passed by tbe Assembly, 
of which it knows nothing further than that a pub- 
lic newspaper gives it the information that k ha^ 
been rejected by his Majesty's Council. A wiW of 
supply of 2| per cent upon Goods, Wares, and Mer- 
chandize, imported into the Island, is in the course 
of being lost by the present unhappy claim of the 
Council. 

There are two otiifr money bills passed by tbe 
House, which it is still willing to hope may not be 
ultimately lost, and which comprehend tbe main sup*' 
plies of the year. 

Although these two bills were originally incorpo-. 
rated in one, yet at- the suggestion of his Majesty's 
Council, at a conference, it was agreed that it should - 
be rejected, and that two other bills might be 
brought in, which the Assembly readily agreed to^ 
although attended with considerable labour, it be- 
ing unwilling to stand upon punctilios, and ready to 
concede all minor matters, which did not touch di- 
rectly its rights and privileges, and whibh might teed 
to conciliate his Majesty's Council. 

Whatever may be the fate of these bills, the Uopse 
of Assembly will, Aflet a SlBssionof inuch applica* 
tion, have the consolation to know, that it has left 
nothing undone to afford liberal aids and supplies to 
the crown, for the use of the Colony.

Mr. Speaker then addressed his Excel- 
lency as follows*: 

May ii pleMe your Excellency^ 
I hold in my hand the bills which have passed 
both Houses for granting a supply for the support of 
his Majesty's Government. 

I regret to say, that the extent of these Supplieris 
considerably short of what was intended by this 
House, by his Majesty's Council having decfined 
givinff their concurrence to three of our bills, which 
would, undoubtedly, have produced a considerable 
addition of revenue. It has been the anxious wish 
of this House to meet with confidence and effect, all 
your Excellency's measures for the iipprovement of 
the Island, and it has as far as possible, without con- 
ceding the rights of the Representatives of the peo- 
ple, yielded to the suggestions of his Majesty's Coun- 
cil in matters of supply. We had passed a bill for 
raising an assessment on land, and appropriated the 
produce thereof to building Gaols in the three Coun- 
ties, in accordance with your Excellency's recotn* 
mendation at the opening of the Session, and thereby 
to remove a grievance, that has been long and gene- 
rally felt and complained of. The two principal bills 
of supply are appropriated to the same objects which 
received your Excellency's assent in the two last 
Sessions, with the exception of one additional article, 
recommended by yonr Excellency. Our last finan- 
cial measure was, a bill to be intituled an act levy- 
ing a duty of two and one half per cent upon all 
Goods, Wares, and Merchandizes, with certain ex- * 
captions; the produce of which it was our wish to 
appropriate towards enabling your Excellency to 
meet the expence of taking the census of our popula- 
tion, under the directions of the act of this SesMon 
authorizing that object, and in deference to your Ex- 
cellency's recommendation at the opening of the 
Session, we appropriated two hundred and fifty 
pounds, toward? encouraging and supporting the 
Agricultural Society, lately established; we also in- 
cluded an appropriation of sixty pounds towards a 
very important road; and lastly, we made ah appro- 
priation often shillings per diem, to the Members of 
tills Ho'ise, for their attendance during this labori- 
ous and lengthy Session. The bill has been rejected 
by his Majesty's Council, who have, in a message 
to the Ifoisft, i.iformed it, that the appropriation is 
not among the least of their objections to its receiv- 
ing their concurrence. 

His Excellency was then pleased to give 
his assent to the following Bills : 

X. A bill intituled " an act for raising a 
fund in aid of supporting the Light House 
on Cranberry Island."

XIL A bill intituled ^^ an act to revive, 
alter and continue an act made and pas- 
sed in the Gth year of the reign of his pre- 
sent Majesty, intituled an act for encrea- 
sing the Revenue by levying an additional 
duty on all Wines, Gin, Brandy, Rum, 
and other distilled spirituous Liquors, im- 
ported into this Island, and to repeal and 
amend certain parts of an act passed in the 
55th year of his late Majesty's reign, in- 
tituled an act to amend, render more efiec- 
tual, and to reduce into one act, the seve- 
ral laws made by the General Assem- 
bly of this Island, relative to the duties 
of Impost on Wines, Rum, Brandy, 
and other distilled spirituous Liquors ; and 
for.allowing a Drawback upon all Wines, 
Rum, Brandy, and other distilled spiritu- 
ous Liquors exported from this Islanv4; 
and to appropriate the monies thereby 
granted.'^ 

XIIL A bill intituled " an act toVevive, 
alter, and continue an act made and passed 
in the 6th year of his present Majesty's 
reign, intituled an act for encreasing the 
Revenue by levying a duty on Tobacco 
and Tea; and to appropriate the monies 
thereby granted.'' 

His Excellency was then pleased to de- 
liver the following Speech to both Houses:

Our Acricilltm^ 
always an object of my constant solicitude, is improving: convinced thfit the proapeiity of thft 
Colony depends on the importance of its productions, it will at all times afford me satisfiictioii to aid 
you in giving every possible protection and encouragement to tlus essential basis of^ the public wealtit 

improvements continue to be made in our internal communications— the old Roads repaired and 
ameliorated — new lines have been opened and are in progress, which will give the means of acecai^ 
and facilitate the transit of foreign meifehandize and native producej 'to and from parts of tha Island 
hitherto destitute of these advantages. 

When the Public Accounts come before you, yon will observe that the expenditare on 
Schools is much larger than heretofore — a proof of the anxiety of the great mass of the popolation to 
avail themselves of the a^vilhtages held forth to them by the School Act The correct Education 
and proper injitruction of youth are objects of the first importance in every country ^ audit is that 
importance which induces me at this time to call your attention to this interesting subject, ahd to rabmit 
to your roiiHideration the expediency of affording some further controul in the selection and appoint- 
ment of the iVIasters and the revision of the Rules and Regulations of the Schools, than is provided for 
by the present Act.

To such 
financial arrangements as the exigencies of the Colony may render necessary, it will be your peculiar 
province to direct your attention ; and I have every reliance on your wisdom to suggest and provide 
for whatever the public service may require.

Speech at the opening of the present Session. 

The tranquillity which so happily prevails in every District of the Colony, while it 
bespeiJcs the confidence of the people in the present mild and equitable administration of the 
Qovemment^ proves that the situation and circumstances of the Settlers are gradually im- 
proving. 

Your Excellency's liberal aid and personal example have tended in no small degree to 
the rapid advancement in Agricultural improvement which has marked your Excellency's 
administration. Upon the production of the soil depends the prosperity of the Colony; 
and to render its known capabilities available, by protection and encouragement, concerns 
all who are interested in its welfare: and we will, therefore, freely concur in any meaatire 
which may promote so important an object. 

To facilitate internal communication is of the first consequence to the improvement of 
^very new country — and, when we observe that the most distant Settlements are already 
brought into immediate connexion with the seat of Government, by good and efficient 
Roads, the greatest reciprocal advantages may be speedily anticipated. . 

The correct Education of Youth has ever been the first object of solicitude with all 
Crovemments. The Provincial aid afibrded for its support in this Colony has been met 
by the Population in general with corresponding efforts to avail themselves of the advan- 
tages thereby held out — but that the present School Acts have been productive of the bene- 
ficial effects which were anticipated, we are not prepared to say. We fully concur with 
your Excellency that amendments are necessary, and particularly that which contemplates 
a farther controul in the selectionand appointment of the Masters: we will give this important 
aubject our early attention, and endeavour, as far as practicable, to render the Act effi- 
cient for the purposes intended. 

We shall receive with gratitude His Majesty's commands upon our Addresses of last Ses- 
sion, convinced that whatever the result may be, it will be dictated by that wisdom and 
consideration which so highly distinguish His Majesty's counsels. 

Hie Majesty having been graciously pleased to relieve His Roman Catholic Subjects 
of Great Britain and Ireland from the civil and political disabilities which they had here- 
tofore laboured under, and having signified His commands to your Excellency to call upon 
the Legislature here to adopt such measures as shall entitle our Catholic fellow-suhjects to 
such civil rights and privileges as are now enjoyed by their Brethren in the United Kingdom 
—it becomes our duty to give effect to His Majesty's wishes in this respect^ and we will 
readily co-operate with the other Branch of the Legislature in removing the political dis- 
tinctions which have hitherto existed between Catholics and Protestants in this Colony.

mode of recovery prescribed in these Acts, is by judgmeiH itf the Supreme Court; and<under 
tdis conviction it is presumed that the.

TO THE KING'S MOST EXCELLENT. MAJESTY.

We your Majesty's dutiftil and loyal subj^fts the Council and Assembly of Prince Edward 
Island, in Colonial Parliaiiient convened, beg leave most humbly to address ypur Majesty, on a subject 
which involved to a considerable dep^ree the welfare of the Inhabitants of this 'Province. 

Information ha9 i^ached (;^i8 CoVmy^from various quarters, of negociations being at present 
pending between your Majesty's Government and the United States of Anierica, having for their object 
the rescinding df the Orders in Council of One Thousand Eight Hundred and Twenty-six, and re- 
opening the Ports bf the West India Colonies to American Vessels. This intelligence has filled all 
classes of the community With the most anxious feafs fo|r the resuljL 

The policy which excluded our Commercial rivals from sharing the advantages of a direct 
intercourse with the British West India Odlonies, afforded the most cheering prospects to your Majes- 
ty*s loyal subjects in . thid and tlie neighbouring Provinces of North America. We viewed the 
adoption of that measure as Jbeing admirably calculated to infuse a salutary impulse into a community 
xleei>1y engaged in mercantile pursuits. The reciprocal advantages which naturally result from an 
intercourse between Countries so differently situated— the benefits which are derived from the mutual 
exchange of commodities and productions peculiar to each, were motives sufficiently strong to induce 
numerous enterprising individuals to invest capital in the formation of Estabfishmenta, for Uie express 
piirpose of availing themselves of advantages . so ostensibly displayed, under the protective system 
adopted by your Majesty's Government A direct trade has in consequence. been established between 

' this Colony and your Majesty's possessions in the West Indies; and there are reasonable grounds 
for believing, that, if encouraged, it will ultimately become a considerable source both of public 
and* private prosperity. 

This Trade not only affords an extensive outlet for the surplus Produce of the North 
American Colonies, which is exchanged for the productions of the West Indies, but from the cir- 
cttmstaDce of its being exclusively carried on in British bottoms, is of the highest importance in a 

. national point of view, by enlarging the commercial marine of the Empire. This is strikingly evin^ 
ced by the rapid increase of the Tonnage of the Northern Colonies since the present regulations went 
into operation. 
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We humbly beg leave ftirther to represent to your Majesty, that thf. permanent interests of the 
West India Merchant are best served by a pfrseveratice in the present line ^f policy, although tempo- 
rary relief may be afforded by conceding to the United StHtes the advantages which they seek. Yet, 
betides pther casualties, the rapidly increasing production of Sugars within theiJnion, will soon render 
the United States independent of the West fiidies fbr that staple article of th^r commerce. In that 
case the West India Merchant must of necessity make his returns for Supplies dt^wn (h>m the United 
States entirely in Species—while on the contrary, the North American Colonies, whose lands and 
waters are capable of affbrdlne an inexhaustible aud certain supply, will at the ftime time become 
iDcreasing and advantageous Markets for retoni Productioiu. 

We would also beg leave most respectfully to state, that the. late revulsions in Tnde plunged a 
coastderable portion of the Inhabitants' of this Colony in unforeseen and unavoidable distress. The 
consequence which resulted was, the depreciation of almost every article of GoloniH exportation. 
Many of the Inhabitants of this and the ' neighbouring Provinces still severely feel the ihork which 
the trading community experienced. Under such circumstances the ' revocation of the Orders in 
Council, or any sudden alteration in the Commercial regulations, as at present established by your 
Majesty's Government, would be productive of consequences seriously injurious to the future pros- 
pects of this Colony, and prejudicial alike to its Commercial prosperity and Agricultural improve- 
nent. 

The Council and Assembly therefore humbly trust that your Majesty will be graciously pleased 
to continue to your faithful and loyal Subjects of North America, a trade so essential to their weK 
fare, by adhering to that system of Policy which has already proved so advantageous to their In- 
teresfs.

That Nobleman, who 
for several years had held the situation of paymaster of the 
forces, was accused of a misapplication of the public nxMiey^ 
and such accusation, on inquiry, having been found tnie^ the 
House of Commons, of which House he was a member, came 
to the following resolutions: 

That Richard earl of Ranelagh, late pajrmaster of the 
Forces, is guilty of a high crime and misdemeanor, in misap- 
plying several sums of the public money,

ties, particularljin cases of petty assaults, which have 
hitherto oceupieid so much of the time of the Supreme 
Conrty to the serious detention of more important busi- 
ness. 

The large sum of £147 Ids. paid for additions to 
the Ferry House, opposite Charlotte-Town, appears 
adequate to the production of much more extensive, 
comfoKable and convenient accommodation for the Pub- 
lic. The Ferry is now let for the annual sum of £50; 
and, from the great inconvenience sustained by Travel- 
lers, and the injury to their Horses, from the want of 
water at the ^erry— your Committee recommend the 
House to suggest to his Excellency the Lieut.-Gover- 
nor that a Well be sunk, and paid for out of the Rent. 

The small quantity of Brandy and Wine entered, as 
appears by the Public Accounts, and the abundance 
of those articles, not only in Charlotte-Town but in 
many parts of the Country, convinces your Commit- 
tee that large quantities must be clandestinely introduced 
into the Colony, to the great injnry of the Revenue and 
demoralization of the people. Tour Committee are of 
opinion that a remedy might be applied to this growing 
evil, by the appointment of an additional number of 
Preventive Officers— such officers to be entitled to one 
half of the seizures made by them.

Toar Committee, to whom was referred the cotiAider- 
aiioaof a variety of Petitions relating to Glebe Lands, 
or Clergy Resenresy after a careful examination of the 
sabject, beg to report : — 

That it appears by the terms and conditions of the 
Original Grants from the Crown, under which lands are 
held in this Colony, that a reservation was made of one 
hundred acres in each Township, for a Minister of the 
Gospel. Snch being the tenor of the original Deeds 
granted io the Proprietors of Townships, i our Com- 
mittee therefore consider that the Presbyterian, and 
other Dissenting Clergymeni as well as those of the Ro- 
me n CathoUc persuasion, have, as Ministers of the Gros- 
pel, an equal claim to the Glebe Lands with their Rev- 
erend Brethren who mav have received Episcopal Ordi- 
nation in the Established Churches either of England 
or Nova Scotia. 

As the adherents to the Church of England hardly 
amount to one-twentieth part of the population of this 
Island, the confirming to them the possession of the 
Church Lands, and excluding other denominations from 
s participation therein, could not be viewed in any other 
light than as an act of injustice, and would certainly be 
productive of great and general dissatisfaction. Were 
an example necessary in proof of the pernicious con^e- 
qnenees resulting from such exclusive privileges, the 
state of Iceland may be adduced for that purpose; 
where the operation of similar causes has produced 
consequences destructive alike of public morals and so- 
cial happiness. 



Tour Committee consider that the granting of the 
clergy-reserves exclusively to any particular denomina- 
tion, instead of promoting the true interests of religion, 
would, it is to be feared, have a direct tendency to excite 
those feelings, dispositions and passions, which are abso* 
lutely derogatory to the pure and benevolent spirit of ge- 
nuine Christianity. The members of the various religious 
persuasions throughout this Colony, unconnected wit£ the 
Episcopal Church, have hitherto without public aid sue- 
ceeded in procuring the means of erecting Churches and 
of supporting their respective Clergymen; and the va- 
riety of religious sects and denominations into which the 
Island is divided, would render nugatory any attempt to 
carry into effect the appropriation of the clergy-re- 
serves according to the terms of the original grants, by 
a division of the lands in question among the respec* 
tive claimants. Such a distribution could be productive 
of no public benefit. 

Tour Committee would therefore beg leave to recom- 
mend, that an humble address be presented to His Maiea^ 
ty, setting forth the difficulties in which the subject is 
involved; and humbly praying that he will be graciously 
pleased to grant those lands which still remain unoceu- 
pied, and appropriate the same for the advancement of 
Education — an arrangement, in the benefits of which all 
classes of the community would participate.

TO THE KINO*S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

The. bumble Addrew of Uie Council and Anembly of 
Prince Edward Iiland: 
ilfajr iifhfue your Majuty: 

Wb year Majesty** faitiifal SabjecttJ the Coanctl and 
House of Assembly of Prince Edward Island, in onr Le- 
gislative capacity assembled, humbly offer to your Majes- 
ty onr sincere thanks for the renewed proof of the paternal 
care and attention of your Mi^esty*s Government manifested 
in the Despatch of your Majesty's Principal Secretary of State 
for the Colonies to Lieut-Governor Ready, relative to the 
Quit Rents. 

While we acknowledge your Majesty's undoubted right 
to the payment of these Rents, and feel grateful for the libe- 
rality displayed in the offer to commute them, onr duty to 
vour Majesty compels us to state the reasons by which we 
have been actuated in not availing ourselves of the proposed 
commutation. 

The Revenue of your Majesty's Island Prince Edward, 
wholly derived from Impost Duties on articles either of luxury 
or necessity, and always insufficient for the growing wants of 
the Colony, is of late decreasing, while objects of the highest 
importance to its welfkre are continually presenting them- 
selves— demanding the pecuniary aid of the Legislature. 

The local situation of the Island— deprived of all Foreign 
tmde "for one half of the year, by the severity of its wiuter — 
the total absence of all mineral wealth — combined with many 
other causes, have retarded the improvement and limited the 



trade of the. Colony to a degree that any increase of the pre- 
sent system of Dnties would be productive of loss rather than 
gain; and have compelled us to turn our thoughts to other 
means of providing for the numerous calls upon the Tressory 
of t he Island. Among the most prominent of these, a residence 
suitable to the high station of your Majesty's Representative 
has seriously engaged our attention ; and, in the absence of all 
other resources, we have reluctantly been driven to an Assen- 
ment upon Land for the accomplishment of an object ao inti- 
mately connected with the dignity of your M^esty's Govero- 
ment. 

To the same source have we had to look for the farther, 
ance of another object, on which the future happineas and 
prosperity of the Country essentially depend — the Edacatiou 
of Youth: and, upon a full and mature consideration of the 
subject, we have found it necessary to add to the Act passed 
for these purposes, so necessary and beneficial, a pn>viso that 
it shall not go into operation, should it still be your Majeaty'i 
will and pleasure to enforce the payment of your Quit Rents; 
—and we beg to assure your Majesty that this proviso woold 
not have been tidded, were we not impressed with the fullest 
conviction that ruinous distress woula be entailed upon all 
classes of this community, if the payment oi both were enfor- 
ced at the same time. 

This Island, may it please your Majesty, is wholly depen- 
dant upon the surplus of its Agricultural productions for the 
other necessaries and conveniences of life. The markets for this 
surplus, few in nnmber, scarcely recompense the toil of the has. 
bandnian, and furnish no return whatever of gold or silver 
coin. 

The almost total want of a metallick circulaHug mediom 
has compelled us to substitute a paper currency, which, al- 
though productive of great advantage to the internal govern, 
ment and trade of the Colony, has left a large sum cJiar^ to 
the Revenue; and which we fear the wants of the Colooy 
will oblige us to add to, rather than diminish. 

The Duties required by the Acts of the Imperial Pariia- 
ment to be paid into the Office of your Majesty's Customs, 
although inconsiderable in amount, yet from gold or siWer 
only being received in payment, cause no small embarrass, 
ment to persons engaged in trade; and we are fully conrinced, 
did we pledge the country to grant your Majesty the susa of 
One Thousand Pounds, annually, it could not oe paid in specie, 
at any loss or sacrifice, however great. 

Mortifying and humiliating as is this disclosureof our insbi. 
lity to meet the views of your Majesty's Government, we should 
deem ourselves wanting in fidelity to your Majesty had we 
not stated it without reserve — at the same time, we implore 
your Majesty to believe, that in no portion of vour widely ex- 
tended Empire is there a people more devoted to your Royal 
person and (Government, than the Inhabitants of this Colony. 

Calling to our grateful remembrance the repeated instan- 
ces of favor shewn to this Colony by ypur M^esty, we venture 
inall confidence to lay this our humble Petition at the foot of 
the Throne, and respectfully to solicit that your Majesty will 
add to the kindness and forbearance, which have rendered your 
Majesty's Royal name and person dear to the hearts of your 
affectionate and devoted people, the relinquishment of your 
Majesty's Quit Rents, payable from this Island. 

On motion, the Joint Address to His Ma- 
jesty, praying that the present system of 
Colonial Trade may be maintained, was re^d 
by the Clerk, and is as follows: 

TO THE KING 8 MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

Jlfa^ t/ please your Majesty: 

We your Majesty*s dutiful and loyal subjects the Council 
and Assembly of Prince Edward Island, in Colonial Parlia- 
ment convened, beg leave most- humbly to Address your 
Majesty, on a subject which involves to a considerable degree 
the welfare of the Inhabitants of this Province, 

Information has reached this Colony from varioiis quar. 
ters, of nesrociations being at present pending between your 
Majesty's Government aod the United States of Amerirft, 
having for their object the rescendiog of the Orders in Coimcil 
of One Thousand Eisfht Hundred and Twenty ^ix, and re- 
op'^uiug th^j Pcrts of the West India Colonies to American 
Vessels, This intelligence has filled all classes of the com- 
munity with the most anxious fean for the result 
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The policy which excluded our Gomniercial rivals from 

fthe advaaUigesof a direct iotercoane with the British 
odia Qpioniet, afforded the most cheering proapecta to 
yoar Majeaty'a loval subjects in thia and the neishbouring 
rroriooes of North America. We Tiewed the adoption of 
that measure as bdng admirably calcolated to infhse a salu- 
tary impabe into a community deeply engaged in mercantile 
pmmiifs. The reciprocal adTantaf^es which naturally result 
from an intercourse oetween Oountnea so differently situated 
—the bniefits which are derived fh>m the mutual exchange of 
eoaimoiHties and productions peculiar to each, were motives 
nffidentiy strong to induce numerous enterprising individuals 
to invest capitaf in the formation of Establishments for the 
express purpose of availing themselves of advantages so osten- 
libly diq>]ayed9 under the protective system adopted by your 
]IIi^jesty*8 GJovemment. A direct trade has in consequence 
been established between this Colony and your Majesty's 
pos Ms sions in the West Indies; and there are reasonable 
pounds for believing, that^ if encouraged, it will ultimately 
become a considerable source both €^ public and private 
prosperity. 

lliis valuable Trade not only affords an extensive outlet 
for the surplus Produce of the North American Prorinces, 
which is exchanged for the productions of the West Indies, 
but from the circumstance fii its being exclusively carried on 
in British bottoms, is of the highest importance in a national 
point of view, by enlarging tiie commercial marine of the 
Empire. This is strikingly evinced by the rapid increase of 
the Tonnage of the Northern Colonies since the present regu* 
Istions went into operation. 

We humbly beglesiTeftirtherto represent to your Majesty, that 
the permanent interests of the West India Merchant are best 
served by a perseverance in the present line of policy, although 
temporary relief may be afforded by conceding to the United 
States the advantages which they seek. Yet, besides other 
casualties^ th^ rapidly increasing production of Sugars within 
the Union, will soon render the United States independent of 
the West Indies for that staple article of their commerce. 
In that case the West India-Merchant must of necessity make 
his retnma ftw Supplies drawn from the United States, entirely 
in Specie— while on the contrary, the North American Colo- 
niei^ whose lands and waters are capable of affording an 
inexhaustible and certain supply, will at the same time be- 
come increasing and advantageous Markets for return Pro- 
doctions. 

We would also beg leave most respectftillv to state, that 
the late reTulsions in "Aade plunged a considerable portion 
of the Inhabitants of this CofcHiy in unforeseen and unavoida^ 
ble distress. .The consequence which resulted was, the depre- 
ciation of almost every article of Colonial exportation. Many 
of the Inhabitants of this and the neighbouring Provinces 
still severely feel the shock which the trading community 
experienced. Under such circumstances the revocation of 
the Orders in Council, or any sudden alteration in the Com- 



mercial regulations, as at preaenUstabUshed by your Majesty** 
Government, would be productive of consequences seriously 
injorious to the futufe prospects of this Colony, and pr^udv* 
cial alike to its Commercial prosperity and Agricultural im- 
provement. 

. The Council and Assembly therefore humbly trust that 
your Majesty will be graciously pleased to continue to your 
ftuthAil and loyal Subjects of North America^ a trade so essen- 
tial to their welfare, by adhering to that system of Policy 
whiph ))as already proved so advantageous to tJlieir Interests. 

Ordered, that the said Address be agreed 
to.

ed at the Bar, the President of His Majesty's Council addressed them as 
follows : 

"Gentlemen, 

^^1 am commanded by His Excellency the Lieutenant Grovemor to ac- 
quaint you, that His Excellency does not intend to declare the cause of 
calling this General Assembly, until there be a Speaker of the House 
of Assembly; and therefore, you. Gentlemen of the House of Assembly, are 
to repair to the place where the House of Assembly usually meet, and 
there to proceed to the Election of a fit person to be your Speaker, whom 
you are to present to His Excellency here, immediately for his approval."

The House accordingly attended His Excellency in the Council Cham^ 
ber; when Ewen Cameron Esq. addressed His Excellency, and stated 
that agreeably to His Excellency's commands^ the House of Assembly had 
proceeded to the election of a Speaker, and that their choice had fallen upon 
him.

^^ As you have been pleased to approve of the choiee of the House of 
Assembly in appointing me to be their Speaker, it now becomes my duty 
M inch, to request of your Excellency, at the privilege of the House^ that 
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the Members thereof during the Session may be freed from moleatation— 
that they may have freedom of speech in their debates — have the power of 
punishing their own members — and have free access to your Excellency on 
all occasions; and I do also, in their name and behalf, beg leave; to claim 
all their ancient rights and privileges." 

Then the President of His Majesty's Council replied as follows: 

"Jlfr. Speaker^ 
^^I am commanded by his Excellency the Lieutenant Governor to say, 
that his Excellency, being fully assured of the prudence, loyalty, and^od 
affection of the House of Assembly, does most willingly grant to them all 
their privileges, in as full a manner as they have been at any time granted 
by his Excellency or any former Governor of this Island.'* 

His Excellency was then pleased to open the Session with theibllowiog 
ISpeech : 

"Jlfr. President^ and Gentlemen of His Majesty^ s Council: 
^^Mr. Speaker J and Gentlemm of the House of Assembly: 
^^ With feelings of deep sorrow I announce to you the demise of our 
late lamented Sovereign King George the Fourth, by which the Crowa 
has devolved on His Most Gracious Majesty King William the Fourth. 

^^The late Provincial Parliament was, in consequence, dissolved, and I 
lost no time in directing Writs to be issued for the election of a^ new Ai* 
sembly, and I feel much satisfaction in now meeting you in your legislatiTs 
capacity. 

^^It afford^ me heartfelt pleasure to be enabled to congratulate you on 
the abundance of the late harvest, and on that spirit of improvement which 
evidently appears dawning on the Agriculture of the Colony — a branch of 
industry in all ages considered the main source of wealth and individual 
happiness. 

^^I feel equal satisfaction in being also enabled to congratulate you on a 
material increase in the Revenue over the receipts of last year. 
^^Mr: Speaker^ and Gentlemen of the House of Assembly: 
^^The Public Accounts will be laid before you; and I rely on your good 
feeling and judgment in making such provision for the current year as the 
Public Service may require. 

'^Jlfr. President^ and Gentlemen of His Majesty^s Council: 
^^Mr. Speaker J and Gentlemen of the House of Assembly: 
^^ Persuaded by experience that when a spirit of cordiality is preserved 
between the several Branches of the Legislature, the true interests of the 
Colony are best promoted — I recommend to you a cultivation and con- 
tinuance of the harmony which pervaded the last Session of the General 
Assembly; and I have no doubt the result of your united deliberations will 
prove beneficial to the country." (Signed) J. Ready." 

The Speech being ended^ his Excellency was pleased to retire, and the 
House of Assembly being withdrawn, the President reported his Excel- 
lency's Speech, which being read by the Clerk —

Could I seek a higher incentive to the performance of my duty, than a sense of the sacred- 
ness of the delegated trust that it involves, it would be afforded by the kindness of your pre- 
sent expressions.

TO THE KING'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

Moat Graciou8 Sovereign^ 
We your Majesty's most faithful subjects the Council and Assembly of Prince Edward 
Island, in Colonial Parliament convened, humbly approach the Throne with sentiments of 
loyalty and affection to your Majesty's Royal person and Government. Fully sensible of the 
paternal solicitude with which your Majesty continues to watch over the welfare of all your 
subjects, however distant their residence may be from the seat of your Majesty's Govern- 
ment, we humbly presume to address your Majesty upon a subject which deeply involves the 
growing prosperity of this infant Colony. 

Various Laws enacted by the Legislature of this Colony, tending to promote its inter- 
nal improvement, and to afford the means of meeting the exigencies of the Colonial Crovern- 
ment, have from time to time been transmitted through your Majesty's Principal Secre- 
taries of State for the Colonies, to be submitted for your Majesty's Royal pleasure thereon; 
but from causes over which your Majesty's faithful subjects here have no controu-1, the 
benefits which they were calculated to confer have been hitherto with held from the Inhabi- 
tants of this Colony. 

Cases have occurred, and with great and respectful submission we represent them, where 
Bills of Supply have been granted for the support of this your Majesty's Colonial Govern- 
ment, and duly forwarded for your Majesty's approval, which have been allowed to remain 
for the space of two and three years without your Majesty's pleasure thereon having been 
signified, during which time the Colony has been debarred from appropriating those supplies 
gO necessary to its present and future welfare. 

The following Acts, which passed the Legislature of this Colony during the Sessions of 
1829 and 1830, and which were reserved for the expression of your Majesty's Royal plea- 
sure, were duly transmitted for that purpose, viz. —

We, therefore, humbly pray that your Majesty will be graciously pleased to give such 
directions as may cause the said Acts to be brought under your Royal consideration, in 
order that, should they meet your Majesty's approval, your faithful subjects the Inhabitants 
of this Colony, may not be longer deprived of the advantages which the operation of these 
Acts were intended to afford them. 

Your Majesty, in your Royal beneficence, as expressed in a Despatch from the Right 
Honorable Lord Croderich, one of your Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State for the Colo- 
nies, bearing date 7th July last, having, as we conceive, conceded to your faithful subjects 
of Lower Canada ''the exclusive enactment of every Law whigh may be required respect- 
ing real property within that Province," we, therefore presume, humbly to hope, that the 
same gracious boon may be extended to this Colony; and that your Majesty will be pleased 
to authorise your Representative to assent, in your Majesty's name, without the inter- 
vention of a suspending clause, to such Bills as shall in future pass the Legislature of this 
Colony, having for their object its internal improvement^ whether the said Bills may affect 
real or personal estate within the same.

Mr. Speaker^ and GenUemen of the House of Assembly: 

I thank you for the Supplies which you have voted for the service of the current year — 
to their due appropriation my best exertions shall be devoted. 

You have been already apprized, by Message, of my reasons for refusing to accept 

the temporary vote contained in your Appropriation Bill; and as this refusal proceeds from 

^ sense of what I still conceive to be my duty, it can scarcely be necessary for me to repeat, 

that I will not avail myself of a pecuniary allowance, unless made permanent during my 
administration. 

Mr. President, and Crentlemen of His Majesty^s Council: 

Mr. Speaker f and Gentlemen of the House of Jissembly: 
However inconsiderable is at present your Commerce, you have the pleasing satisfac- 
tion of reflecting, that its sources flow from the inexhaustible bounty of nature— unlike 
the manufactured products of human art, they are independent of caprice or taste, and can 
be shared only by the few whose soil is equally fertile with your own. 

To maintain so enviable a position, and to prepare betimes for profiting by that increase of 
numbers which usually ensues from natural or adventitious causes, where the means of 
subsistence are abundant, it must be obvious to you, (Sentlemen, that your services should 
be extended beyond the performance of your official duty, by inducing among those over 
whom your influence may prevail, the practice of moral and industrious habits, which will fit 
our population for those agricultural pursuits, to the encouragement of which your attention 
was so judiciously directed by my Predecessor.

The early period at which you were last assembled having been found conducive to 
your convenience, it affords me much pleasure to be enabled to repeat this acnokwledged 
proof of my desire to meet your wishes, by summoning you, in your Legislative capacity, 
for the second time, at the commencement of a New Tear; and I confidently anticipate that 
your earnest efforts will be directed to discharge, diligently, effectually, and conse- 
quently with concord, the important public duty that has been entrusted to you. 



Mr, Speaker, and Gentlemen of the Ehu»e rfAuembly; 

The Accounts and Returns of the Revenue and Expenditure of the past year, shall 
''e laid before you, without delay. 

You will be gratified to perceive that our Exports and Imports are stejadily on the 
increase— from this circumstance, abstractedly viewed, it may be inferred that the usual 
benefits of commercial activity will soon gladden the Island to a greater extent than 
has yet been experienced; but 1 may also congratulate you on the station which your trade 
occupies relatively to the other British Provinces in this hemisphere. 

Contrasting your populatioui and Exports and Imports, with those of British North 
America, it will be found that your Importations, or wants, are less by JS4000, and your 
Exports, or superfluities, greater by £6000, than the proportion which justly falls to your 
share, under a comparison made with these materials.

On sobjeets connected with the Public Service, which miqr appear to me to require yoar 
deliberation, I shall take fitting opportunities of laying before jon such documents or 
elucidation as maj enable yon to form a right determination. 

I cannot, however, refirain firom expressing to you, that amongst the various considerations 
to which my recent observation of the Island has given rise, there is not one that at preseot 
more demands your attention, than the absence of any Mart in which the country people might 
interchange their surplus produce of every kind for other articles, and in which the out- 
port shipper might complete his purchases, without being obliged to travel, perhaps 
fruitlessly, to Charlotte-Town, or to other equally distant parts of the country. 

The local experience of both Honorable Houses can best determine how far the evik 
or inconveniences attendant on Fairs in some parts of the Mother Country may be obviated 
here, by the agency of an efficient police, among a thinly scattered population, and how far 
their advantages would tend to supply for the present the insufficiency of one Town for the 
whole Island. 

But whether this, or any other measure which may be suggested as a means of deve- 
loping the public resources, be conducive or not to its purpose, I pray you to be assured, 
that the desire at least, to accomplish every object of benefit to the Colony, is ever alive^ 
in my heart.

We fully appreciate the motive which has induced your Excellency to convene us for 
the performance of our Legislative duties, at the commencement of the year; it affords an 
additional manifestation of that anxious desire to render our public duties the least pre- 
judicial to private convenience, which has continued to guide your Excellency in the exer. 
cise of your important office, and we have no cause to doubt, that our diligent and united 
efforts to promote the public good, will fail to realize your Excellency's confident anticipa- 
tions. 

To such communications as your Excellency may deem neeessary to aid us in our deli- 
berations, respectful attention shall be given, and we shall feel grateful for any matter, 
which, in your Excellency's opinion, may tend to the elucidation of subjects connected with 
our public duties. 

The zealous determination to make yourself personally acquainted with the wants of 
its inhabitants, and the most efficient means of developing its resources, which prompted 
your Excellency's recent tour through the Island, would doubtlessly l^ad you to remark 
the inconvenience to which the distant settler is subject, in being compelled to make Char- 
lotte-Town the Mart for the disposal of his surplus produce, and the supply of his domestic 
necessaries; this is an evil to which, we humbly conceive, all new and consequently thinly 
peopled countries are liable, and for which ft remedy has been generally found in the in- 
erease of population. The suggestion of your Excellency as to the means of obviating 
the existing difficulty in this respect, is entitled to and shall receive our mature delibera- 
tion; and if the attainment of so desirable an object can be facilitated by Legislative 
enactments, your ExoeUeney may rest assured that our exertions shaU not be wanting to 
give fiill effect to tbis and every other measure, which, in our opinion, may prove conducive 
to the welfare of the Colony. 

On motioni ordered, that the said Address be presented to His Excellency 
by the whole House.

The Lieutenant Governor lays before His Majesty's Council, the copy of a Despatch 
from the Right Honorable Viscount Goderich, in answer to one transmitting a joint Address 
from the Council and Assembly to His Majesty, setting forth the embarrassment caused to 
the Public Service by the delay of the signification of His Majesty's pleasure on certam Acts 
transmitted for His Majesty's consideration. 

In communicating this Despatch to His Majesty's Council, the Lieutenant Cvoyemor is com- 
manded to acquaint them, that His Majesty has been pleased to receive their Address very gra- 
ciously , and to convey to them His Majesty's thanks for their loyal expressions of attachment to 
his Person and Government; and to signify to them His Majesty's regret that any circumstance 
should have occurred to impede the prompt dispatch of the business of the important and 
▼aluable Colony which they represent; and to inform them that His Majesty has issued soch 
orders as he trusts will secure the most prompt attention to the Legislative Acts of Prince 
Edward Island in future.

" Sir, 

^' I have received your Despatch, dated the 14th April last, No. 12, enclosing a joint 
Address from the Council and Assembly of Prince Edward Island, setting forth the embarrass* 
ment caused to the Public service, by the delay of the signification of His Majesty's plea* 
sure on certain Acts transmitted for His Majesty's consideration. 

"It is with great regiet that I acknowledge the truth and justice of the complaint pre- 
ferred by the two Houses of General Assembly on this occasion, for the delay to which 
they refer has, for a considerable time past, attracted my notice, and has been the subject of 
frequent communications between this department and the Council Office. 

" You are ^lly aware that all Acts when received from the Colony are transmitted to the 
Lord Prenident, to be laid before His Majesty in Council, and being then referred to a Com- 
mittee of Privy Council, reports are made from that Committee for the assistance of His 
Majesty in deciding upon each Act. When such Reports are confirmed, an order to that 
effect is drawn up at the Council Office, and is thence conveyed to this Department, for 
transmission to the Colony. In the course of these proceedings, a considerable time may 
often bo'consumed, even when the utmost activity is employed, because their progress is sub- 
ject to the delays of protracted inquiry, of hearing parties objecting to the confirmation of 
particular laws, and of holding meetings of the Privy Council. In the cases to which the 
Address refers, these various causes of delay intervened; and especially a long period seems 
to have been consumed in receiving and weighin«^ remonstrances preferred against one of the 
Acts in question, by persons who represented that it would be fatal to their interests, and 
injurious to their just rights as Proprietors of land. After these difficulties had been sur- 
mounted, a new and peculiar cause of delay appears to have occurred at the Council Office. 
That establishment had been regulated with reference to the business of ordinary times; but 
during the last two years the sanatory state of Europe has augmented to such an extent the 
business of Quarantine (which is under the peculiar direction of the Lords of the Privy 
Council), that, under the pressure of these unexpected engagements, the Officers of that 
department have been induced to lay aside or postpone every occupation of less immediate 
urgency. This is indeed a very insufficient reason for the neglect of business of so much 
importance as that of forwarding these Acts through their final stages, since the additional 
assistance which has been recently obtained, might of course have been procured at a much 
earlier period: — I refer to the fact, not as justifying the delay, but as it may tend to convince 
the Council and Assembly of Prince Edward Island, that the apparent inattention to their 
affairs has not been the result of any failure of respect for them, or of any insensibility to 
the magnitude of the interests affected by these enactments, but of an exigency which, 
from its peculiar and alarming character, may perhaps have been allowed to supersede all 
other topics in one particular department, to an extent not strictly defensible. The attention 
of the Lord President and of the Clerks in ordinary of the Privy Council, having been very 
distinctly drawn in the subject, I have every reason to entertain a confident hope that no 
similar delay will occur hereafter. 

" With reference to the statement that His Majesty having conceded to the local 
Legislature of Lower Canada the exclusive enactment of every Law affecting real property 
in that province, a similar relaxation of the Royal Prerogative may be claimed in favor 
of Acts passed in Prince Edward Island — I have to observe, that a misconception would 
seem to prevail as to the real object and effect of my despatch to Lord Aylmer. The case is, 
that a series of Acts of Parliament had been passed to determine whether certain Lands 
in Lower Canada should be holden on Feudal or on Soceaee tenure, and what should 
be the legal consequences of the tenure in whatever respected inheritance, Dower, or other 
proprietary titles. The Assembly of Lower Canada complained of this interference with 
their local affairs, which they insisted could n-jt be correctly understood, or safely regulated, 
except by a Legislature residing within the Province, and chosen from amongst its inhabitants. 
To the justice of this complaint His Majesty's Government acceded, and pledged 
themselves not to propose to Parliament any further interference respecting the tenure of 
lands in the Province, but to leave that subject exclusively to the Provincial Legislature. 
His Majesty did not on that occasion forego, nor has he ever abandoned his Prerogative 
of disallowing any Acts of the Council and Assembly which he may deem objectionable, 
or of requiring, in particular cases, the suspension of Laws until His assent had been 
given, upon the advice of the Lords of the Privy Council. The standing instructions under 
which you aie acting, with regard to the suspension of Acts in particular cases, are at 
this day in force in Lower Canada as fully as in Prince Edward Island. If the accidental 
circumstances to which I have already referred have had the effect of converting those 
Instructions on some recent occasions into the source of a most inconvenient delay, I cannot 
on that account venture to advise His Majesty to forego a right coeval with the earliest 
settlement of Legislative Assemblies in the Colonies, and indispensiblo to the maintenance 
of the Royal authority there. An equally effective and much less inconvenient remedy 
will be found, in establishing a system of greater punctuality in the discharge of this branch 
of the public business, which Ilis Majesty's Government distinctly pledge themselves to 
accomplish.

" Provided nevertheless, that no Tenant or Tenants, Lessee or Lessees, shall recover in 
any Action for any such unlawful act or irregularity as aforesaid, if tender of amends hath 
been made by the Party or Parties distraining, his, her, or their Agent or Agents, before 
such Action brought. 

'* And be it further enacted, that it shall and may be lawful to and for all Defendants in 
Replevin to avow or make cognizance generally, that the Plaintiff in Replevin, or other 
Tenant of the Lands and Tenements whereon such Distress was made, enjoyed the same 
under a Grant or Demise at such a certain Rent, during the time wherein the Rent distrained 
for incurred, which Rent was then and still remains due, without further setting forth 
the Grant, Tenure, Demise, or Title of such Landlord or Landlords, Lessor or Lessors, any 
I^w, Usage, or Custom to the contrary notwithstanding. And if the Plaintiff or Plaintiffii 
in such Action shall become non-suit, discontinue his, her, or their Action, or have Judgment 
given against him, her, or them, the Defendant or Defendants in such Replevin shall recover 
double Costs of Suit. 

'^ And be it further enacted, that incase any Tenant or Tenants, Lessee or Lessees, 
for life or lives, term of years, at will, sufferance, or otherwise, of any Messuages, Lands, 
Tenements or Hereditaments, upon the Demise or holding whereof any Rent is or shall be 
reserved, due, or made payable, shall fraudulently or clandestinely convey away, or carry 
off from such Premises, his, her, or their Goods or Chattels, to prevent the Landlord or 
Lessor, Landlords or Lessors, fiom distraining the same for Arrears of Rent so reserved, due, 
or made payable, it shall and may be lawful to and for every such Landlord or Lessor, 
Landlords or Lessors, or any Person or Persons by him, her, or them for that purpose lawfully 
impowered, within the space of thirty days next ensuing such conveying away or carrying

LessDv or iiaadipcd, Lassorff or LftiidloHbEi^ ior and upon such PremiBes, 
for such Arrears of Rent, any Law, Custom, or Usage to the cqalrary in ap/wise not- 
withstanding. 

'* Provided always, that no Landlord or Lessor^ or other Person, entitled* to such Arrears 
of Rent, shall take or seize any such Goods or Chattels as a Distress for the same, which 
shall be sold bona fide and for yaluable consideratiom before such eeiaute made, to any 
Person or Persons not privy to such Fraud as aforesaid, any thing heroin before contained 
to the contrary notwithstanding. 

'' And be it further enacted, that when any Goods or Chattels fraudulently or clandestinely 
conveyed or carried away by any Tenant or Tenants, Lessee or Lessees, bis, her, or their 
Servant or Servants, Agent or Agents, or other Person or Persons aiding or assisting therein, 
shall be put, placed, or kept la any House, Barn, Stable, Outhouse, Yard, Close, or Place, 
locked up, fastened, or otherwise secured, so as to prevent such Goods and Chattels from being 
taken and seized as a Distress for Arrears of Rent, it shall and may be lawf\il for the Land- 
lord or Landlords, Lessor or Lessors, his, her, or their Bailiff, Receiver, or other Person 
or Persons in^owered to take and seize as a Distress for Rent, such Goods and Chattels, 

girst calling to his, her, or their assistance a Constable or other Peace Officer of the Parish, 
istrict, or Place where the same shall be suspected to be concealed, who are hereby 
required to aid and assist therein,) and in case of a Dwelling House, (Oath being also first 
made before some Justice of the Peace of a reasonable ground to suspect that such Goods 
and Chattels are therein,) in the day time, to break open and enter in^o such House, 
Barn, Stable, Outhouse, Yard, Close, and Place, and to take and seize such Goods and 
Chattels for the said Arrears, of Rent, as he, she, or they might have done by virtue of 
this Act, if such Goods and Chattels had been put in any open field or piece. 

*' And be it further enacted, that it shall and may be lawful to and for any Person or 
Persons lawfully taking any Distress for any kind of Kent, to impound or otherwise secure 
the Distress so made, of what nature or kind soever it may be, in such place or in such 
part of the Premises chargeable with the Rent as shall be most fit and convenient for the 
impounding and securing such Distress, and to appraise, sell, and dispose of the same upon 
the Premises, in like manner, and under the like directions and restraints, to all intents 
and purposes, as any Person taking a Distress for Rent may do off the* Premises by virtue of 
this Act; and that it shall be lawful to and for any Person or Persons whatsoever, to come 
and go to and from such place or part of the said Premises, where any Distress for 
Rent shall be impounded and secured as aforesaid, in order to view, appraise, and buy, 
and also in order to carry off, or remove the same, on account of the purchase thereof; and 
that if any Pound Breach or Rescous shall be made of any Goods, Chattels, or Stock 
distrained for Rent and impounded, or otherwise secured by virtue of this Act, the Person or 
Persons aggrieved thereby shall have the like remedy as in cases of Pound Breach or 
Rescous as given and provided by this Act. 

*' And be it further enacted, that it shall and may be lawful to and for the Landlord or 
Landlords, where the Agreement is not by Deed, to recover a reasonable satisfaction for the 
Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments held or occupied by the Defendant or Defendants, in 
an Action on the case, for the use and occupation of what was so held and enjoyed; and if in 
evidence on the trial of such Action, any parole Demise, or any Agreement, (not* being 
by Deed) whereon a certain Rent was reserved, shall appear, the Plaintiff in such Action 
shall not therefore be non-suited, but may make use thereof as an evidence of the quan- 
tum of Damages to be recovered.

delivering possession thereof, by his or their Landlords or Lessors, or the Person or Persons 
to whom the Remainder or Reversion of such Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments shall 
belong, his or their Agent or Agents, thereunto lawfblly authorized, then^ and in such 
case, such Person or Persons so holding over shall, for and during the time he, she, 
or they shall so hold over, or keep the Person or Persons entitled out of possession of the 
said Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments as aforesaid, pay to the Person or Persons so 
kept out of possession, their Executors, Administrators, or Assigns, at the rate of double 
the yearly value of the Leads, Tenements, and Hereditaments so detained, for so long 
time as the same are detained; to be recovered in any Court of Record in this Island having 
cognizance of the same, by Action of Debt, whereunto the Defendant or Defendants shall 
be obliged to give special iSail, against the recovery of which said Penalty there shall be no 
relief in Equity. 

" And be it fiirther enacted, that in case any Tenant or Tenant^ shall give notice of his or 
their intention to quit any premises by him, her or them holdeo, at a time mentioned in 
such notice, and shall not accordin|^ly deliver up the possession thereof at the time in such 
notice contained, that then the said Tenant or Tenants, his, her or their Executors or Ad- 
ministrators, shall from thenceforward pay to the Landlord or Landlords, Lessor or Lessors, 
double the Rent or Sum which he, she or thev should otherwise have paid; to be levied, 
sued for, and recovered at ihe sam^ times and 'in the same manner $b tqe mftfle Rent of 
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Sum, before the giring such notice, could be levied, sued for, or recovered; and such 
double Rent or Sum shall eontinue to be paid during all the times such Tenant or Tenants 
shall continue in possession as aforesaid. Provided always, that when any House, 
Lands, Tenements or Hereditaments shall be let by the year, Three months' notice, when 
by the month, One month's notice, and when by the week, One week's notice shall be 
given, either to the Tenant in possession, to quit, or by the Tenant to the Landlord, of an 
intention to quit, as aforesaid. 

" And be it further enacted, that in all actions of Trespass, or upon the case, to be 
brought against any Person or Persons entitled to Rents of any kind, his, her or their 
Bailiff or Receiver, or other Person or Persons, relating to any entry by virtue of this 
Act, or otherwise, upon the Premises chargeable with such Rents, or to any Distress or 
Seizure, sale or disposal of any Groods or Chattels thereupon, it shall and may be lawful to 
and for the Defendant or Defendanta in such actions to plead the General Issue, and give 
the special matter in evidence, any Law, usage or custom to the contrary notwithstanding; 
and in case the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs in such Actions shall become nonsuit, discontinue his, 
her or their Action, or have judgmentagainsthim, her or them, the Defendant or Defendants 
shall recover double costs of Suit. 

"And be it further enacted, that it shall and may be lawful for any Person or Persons 
having any Rent in arrear, or due upon any Lease or Demise for life orlives, to bring an 
Action or Actions for Debt for such arrears of Rent, in the same manner as thjsy might have 
done in case such Rent were due and reserved upon a Lease for years. 

''And be it further enacted, that it shall and may be lawful for any Person or Persons 
having any Rent in arrear or due upon any Lease for life or lives, or for years, or at will, 
ended or determined, to distrain for such arrears afler the determination of the said respective 
Leases, in the same manner as they might have done if such Lease or Leases had not 
been determined. 

" Provided, that such Distress be made within the space of Six Calendar Months af- 
ter the determination of such Lease, and during the continuance of such Landlord's Title 
or Interest, and during the possession of the Tenant from whom such arrears became due." 

Ordered, that the Report of the Committee be received, and that the 
Amendments be engrossed.

The Honorable Charles Worrell dissentient, for the following, among 
other reasons : 

First — This BiU is uncalled for, and is not passed in accordance with Lord Viscount 
Goderich's Despatch of 25th November, 1832 inasmuch as His Lordship, by that Despatch, 
merely declares his willingness ''to advise His Majesty to give his assent to any Act placing 
the whole Revenue ioithin this Island at the disposal of the Legislature ^^^ in the event of certaia 
provisions being made for the Civil List of the Colony. Jlnd whereas this Act altogether repeals 
the only two permanent Revenue Acts, instead of disposing only of the Revenue to be raised there- 
under; and the tax, moreover, is rendered unnecessary, when the regular payment of Quit 
Rents is enforced, which will be the case at the same period the contemplated Act would go 
into operation ; and at this particular time ought to have been avoided, inasmuch as the Tenao- 
try, in most parts of the Island, have set the Laws at defiance, and that during the present 
Session of the Legislature, and while this Bill has been under discussion, the Sheriff of the 
Island has been unable to execute Writs on refractory Tenants, having been repulsed with 
open violence. 

Secondly — A tax, per acre, in the nature of a Property Tax, unless upon a graduated scale, 
in the present valueless state of Land, is unjust, inequitable, impolitic and improper. 

Thirdly — The scarcity of Money, and the depreciated state of Landed Property, by reason 
of the various enactments of the Legislature, will render such a tax insupportable, and the Land 
untenable by the Owners, if not by the Tenantry generally — more especially those Tenants 
who are in arrear of rent, and by whom the impositions of this Bill (if passed into a Law) will 
be principally felt. 

Fourthly — This Bill is aimed at the Proprietors, and is a direct attack upon their property, 
inasmuch as the amount to be levied under it in many instances exceeds the amount of the 
rental of the Township, and that frequently paid in barter; and many Proprietors not having 
yet had an opportunity of either selling or leasing their lands, the Act would compel them to 
sell their property at a rate far below its intrinsic value. 

Fifthly — The principle on which the right of taxation is claimed by the Lower House of 
Assembly is, that they have the sole right of imposing burthens upon themselves and those whom 
they represent; whereas, by this Act, they have assumed to themselves a power of imposing a 
tax which is to take effect after their own power or political legal existence has ceased, and to 
levy a burthen upon persons who have not, not could invest them with such power. 

Sixthly and lastly, because this Bill has been unconstitutionally passed in the House of 
Assembly, as I have been informed by two of the members, namely, Hugh Macdonald and 
Thomas Compton Comptoo, Esquires, inasmuch as being a Money Bill, it was twice altered in 
that House, after it had been sent to the Upper House, without previously taking the constitu- 
tional sense of the Assembly upon such alterations.

His Excellency the Lieutenant Governor having come to the Council Cham- 
ber, and being seated, the Gentleman Usher of the Black Rod received His 
Excellency's commands to desire the immediate attendance of the House of 
Assembly, in the Council Chamber : 

The House of Assembly, with their Speaker, having attended accordingly — 
His Excellency was pleased to open the Session with the following 
Speech, viz: — 

Mr, Pretideni, and Gentlemen of His Majesty's Council] 
Mr. Speaker, and Gentlemen of the House of Asemhly; 

I have assembled you in yoar Legislatiye capacity at as early a period of the year as 
circumstaDces would admit of — and I rely with coofideDce that, iu the eiecutioQ of the 
important duties which devolve upon you, the furtherance of the Public Good, and the 
advancement of the Colony, will be assiduously sought by you. 

Since I last met you in General Assembly, I have received a Despatch transmitting two 
Orders in Council signifying His Majesty's Assent to several Acts passed in the year 1829, 
and I shall avail myself of an early moment to lay copies of them before you. 

Under the Act of the Legislature of the last Session, I caused a Census of the Island to be 
taken, a copy of which I have directed to be laid before you; and it will be satisfactory to 
you to observe the steady increase of population that has taken place of nearly one third since 
the year 1827. 

In my visit during the Summer of such parts of the Country as I could conveniently 
do, I was gratified in noticing the progressive improvement and comfort that appeared to 
prevail — and I anticipate with pleasure, at a future day, to see the good that will result 
to our Peasantry from a sober, steady, and persevering industry. 
Mr. Speaker, and Gentlemen of the House of Assembly; 

The Accounts of the past year shall be laid before you with little delay. 

I regret to observe that the Revenue has not been so productive the last year as the 
preceding one; its fluctuation must necessarily be looked for, and that circumstance will, no 
doubt, have its influence with you, in making your Appropriations for the service of the 
present year. 

I think it necessary to inform you, that owing to some unavoidable and unforeseen 
cause, a larger amount of work has been performed on the new Wharf in Charlotte-Town 
than was contemplated in the estimates of last year. 

I shall desire the Papers to be laid before you, and recommend you to vote such further 
sum as, under the circumstances^ you may think the Contractors entitled to. 
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Mr, Preiident, and GtnUemtn •/ Bis MajeBty't Council; 
Mr, Speaker, and Oenilemen of the House of Jissembly; 
Heswne jour oficial dutief , and, guided hj an impartial and honorable deaire to the 
falfilment of them, uphold the character of the Country, and your own credit. 

The Speech being ended, His Exeefleney' wu pleased to retire* and the 
House of Assembly havmg withdraym, the President reported His Excellency's 
Speech, which being read by the Clerk-^- 

Resolved — That an humble Address be presented to His Excellency the 
Lieutenant Grovemor, to return His Excellency the thanks of this House for 
his Speech deUvered this day ; 

Ordered, that the HonoraUes Charles Worrell, John Brecken and J. S. 
Smithy be a Committee to prepare a Draft pursuant to the above Resolution. 

On motion, Ordered, tiiat the Honorables George Wright and Ambrose

On motion, Ordered, that the Honorables Charles Worrell and J. 8. Smith 
be a Committee to examine into, and report upon such Laws as are near 
expiring.

I thank you for the Supplies you have voted for the service of the year-— their application 
to the purposes for which they have been entrusted to me, I shall conscientiously endeavour 
to fulfil. 

Mr. President^ and Geniletiun of His Majeshfs CouncU: 

Mr. Speaker J and Gentlemen (fihe Bouse of Assembly: 

With peculiar satisfaction I notice the continuance of your desire to promote the advance- 
ment of Education; it is a matter of such infinite consequence to the future prosperity of the 
Colony, that liberality in fostering this most important object cannot be too much enconraged. 

In taking leave of you for the present Session, I would recommend to you to exert all the 
influence you may possess, by instilling into the minds of those in whose Districts yon seve- 
rally reside, the beneficial effects of moral and sober habits, essential to the general welfare, 
and also to themselves, as being the primary means of insuring, undec the favoor of Provi- 
dence, health and happiness, and a reasoi^able bope of acquiring a competence for their 
declining years. 

After which, the President of the Council, hy His Excellency's conunand, 
declared the General Assembly to be prorogued until Wednesday the 7th day 
of May next*
